As part of Community 
Health 'Weekend, sponsored 
by th" Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity .\uxiliary, the Sierra 
Madre Fire l\?partment’s 
Emergency Medical Techni¬ 
cian team, with the cooper¬ 
ation of the American Heart 
Association, took free blood 
pressu»'es at the Art Fair in 
Memorial Park, May 19 - 20. 

A spokesman for the 
group announced that more 
than 750 blood pressure 
leadings were taken in the 
two days. Of this number 
appro.ximatcly 40 persons 
were advised that their pres¬ 
sures were outside of the 
parameters recommended by 
the American Heart Associ¬ 
ation. 

About half of the number 
were aware of their hyper¬ 
tension tendency and were 
on medication for control 
most admitting that they 
were not faithful in taking 
their medication as recom¬ 
mended. The other half were 
not aware of this condition 
and several came back later 
in the day to confirm their 
readings. 

Thi' Fire Department ex¬ 
presses its tha.nks to the 
Friends of the Library for 
allowing them space to set 
,up their booth and to the 
Hospial Auxiliary for invi¬ 
ting the group to participate 
in the Fair. 

The next activity planned 
by the EMTs is to be a dem¬ 
onstration at the Klwanif 
Pancake Breakfast, June 9, 
7 a.ni. to noon in Memorial 
Park.

A 1978 report of the Com- 
missiom to Formulate a State 
Plan for Child Care and De¬ 
velopment states emphatical¬ 
ly that California carmot put 
off developing new child 
caie facilities. The Commis¬ 
sion cited these facts: 

— There are 396,000 chil¬ 
dren in California under 
three with working mothers 
and only 19,500 licensed 
spaces available. 

— For 247,000 children bt^- 
tween three and five years 
old whose mothers work, 
only 173,000 licensed spaces 
are available. 

— Of the 1.6 million Cali¬ 
fornia children between five 
and 14, 372,000 need care be¬ 
fore and after school and 
during school vacati one. 
Only 106,000 licensed spaces 
are available. 

Many of the parents could 
pay for child care if it were 
available, hut about one- 
third, particularly the fami¬ 
lies headed by single par¬ 
ents and those with low in¬ 
comes, need subsidized serv. 
ices. 

The Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations are the basis of 
u bill intro<luci>d this year by 
Senator Alan Sicroty of Los 
Angcl(>s, SB 863, which calls 
for a five-year plan to ex¬ 
pand such services. In the 
first year, 20,CMX) new chil¬ 
dren would be served, and 
by 1981 half the children 
needing the centers wouhl 
have them available.

Libaries May 
Get Reprieve 
With SB 958 

The state’s public libraries 
would be rescued from their 
post-Porposition 13 funding 
plight by a bill currently 
under consideration in the 
State Senate. SB 958 by Sen¬ 
ator James Niels e n (R- 
Woodland) provides for 70 
per cent state funding of 
public libraries, with 30 per 
cent coming from local tax 
sources. 

Public libraries are said to 
be among the hardest hit of 
all public services due to 
their historic reliance upon 
property taxes. They received 
very little State bail-out 
money this year, and wide¬ 
spread service curtailments 
and staff layoffs have oc¬ 
curred. 

The Nielsen mea sure, 
which is strongly supported 
by' the California Library 
Association, recognizes pub¬ 
lic libraries as part of the 
state’s total system of free 
public education. The 70 per 
cent State share is the pre¬ 
sent ratio of support for 
public schools. 

The bill reaffirms the 
principle of local control of 
public libraries. State match¬ 
ing funds would be com¬ 
puted and disbursed auto¬ 
matically, in 'ccordance 
with budgets adopted by 
city councils and boards of 
supervisors. 

SB 958 was approved by 
the Senate Education Com¬ 
mittee May 9. It is sche¬ 
duled to be taken up by the 
Senate Finance Committee 
on June 11. It is an urgency 
statute which would take ef¬ 
fect when passed by both 
houses of the Legislature 
and signed by the Governor.
